The fine Swinburne series, dating from the seventies, are of 
the utmost importance, they deal in an intimate manner with 
the writer’s works and personal affairs. Nine of them mention 
his novel ‘** Love’s Cross Currents,”’ which he alludes to as the 
Letters or Autobiography of Mrs. Horace Manners : 

. Relict of the late H. Manners Esq (Attaché to the Mesopotamian 


Embassy at the time of the overthrow of the Gladstonian dynasty in 
Bulgaria). 


Swinburne refers to her as if she were a living person and 
the author of the book, quotes her opinions, announces her 
visits, asks indulgence for her prejudices, and finally quotes 
Professor Nichol’s praise of the book : 

I hesitate to express my feeling about the book, lest the Simplest 
expression should appear inflated, and to me it seems an almost consum- 


mate piece of Art, among English analytical novels of our age, only 
rivalled by “The Scarlet Letter.” 


He deals with the question of publication, declining in the 
most emphatic way to allow it or anything else by him to 
appear in a Society Journal on the lines of “ Vanity Fair,” 
hes Purnell thought of starting. In the letters written in 
1876-7 he speaks of the Bulgarian atrocities and denounces 
with ute usual extravagance “that venerable Philobulgar,” 
Thomas Carlyle. Of Tennyson he says: 


How admirable is [his] new style Farmer, and how poor his old style 
Idylls of the Prince Consort—Mort d’Albert. 


And in the same letter speaks of Coleridge : 


There is no rhyme to Dulcimer in Kubla Khan...C. sometimes I think 
slips in a line without a rhyme to back it—-a thing permissible to the 
supreme melodist.

He wants to get £50 for the prelude to Tristram and Iseult, 
and when this has been achieved, finds himself £200 worse than 
penniless, overwhelmed by bills and dunning notes. He suggests 
publishing the first Canto of “ Tristram ” separately, supposing 
it 

To be worth at least three times as much [as the Prelude] I must have 


a little money at once—a hundred or two—and surely my name must be 
worth something in the market. 


Finally he writes of the American issue of “ Songs before 
Sunrise,” regretting that he had not asked Purnell to offer 
it to Tichnor and Fields as a companion to the “Song of 
Lialy;”’, : 

Or rather as the steamer of which that was the tug. For this is 


hitherto my ripest and carefullest, and out of sight my most personal and 
undividual work. 


Rossetti’s letters speak of his own work and generously of 
Swinburne and Morris.

NoW IN THE British Museum (Additional MS. 35321; from 
the Hamilton Palace collection; sold at Wellington Street, 
May 23, 1889), TO THE DECORATION OF WHICH IT SHOWS A 
REMARKABLY CLOSE PARALLEL. With a few exceptions the 
subjects of the miniatures are identical. In an article in the

THE APPEARANCE OF A CLASSICAL TEXT OF THE 10TH CENTURY 
INCLUDING MOST OF A WORK By TACITUS IS AN EVENT OF THE 
GREATEST IMPORTANCE. The manuscript now catalogued con- 
tains not only the Archetype and oldest existing text of the 
Agricola, but is, according to the Oxford edition of 1922, “ THE 
SOLE AND ULTIMATE SOURCE OF OUR KNOWLEDGE OF THE TEXT.” 
From its being written in double columns and from the fact 
that the missing portions, as described below, are the same, it is 
usually identified with the Hersfeld MS. recovered in 1455 by 
Enoch of Ascoli. 

The Dictys is written in two different hands, the Agricola in 
a third, a particularly clear and graceful Caroline, strongly 
resembling a 9th Century Suetonius written at Tours (Ihm. 

L 
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Palaeographia Latina I. 11). A German origin may, however, 
be ascribed to the Tacitus with some confidence for the follow- 
ing reasons: (1.) It was found in Germany in the 15th Cen- 
tury; (2.) The Agricola and Germania of Tacitus do not seem 
to have been used in the middle ages except in Germany, where 
they are known to have existed in the 8th Century, at Fulda. 
The resemblance between the script of the Agricola and the 
Tours Suetonius is therefore probably due to the fact that 
both MSS. were copies of texts originating in the same early 
scriptorium. 

Twenty-three leaves of the MS. were obliterated, or in poor 
condition at the time of its removal from Germany in the 
15th Century and these have been re-written by a contemporary 
scribe (Ff 2-4, 9, 10, 51-55 and 64 onwards). They comprise 
the first three, 9th, 10th and last leaf of Dictys, the first four 
and last two leaves of the Agricola of Tacitus and the whole 
of the Germania. It is believed that the supplied leaves are 
the work of the Humanist Stefano Guarnieri, who owned the 
book in the 15th Century and they are probably a copy word 
for word and letter for letter of the old text which he considered 
to be in too bad a state for preservation. However this may 
be, the 15th Century scribe re-used four leaves of the original 


-MS. after diligently scraping away the former text (Ff 1, 2, 60 


and 67). The final blank leaf is one of these and on its verso 
may still be deciphered the original 10th Century colophon :

Swinburne refers to her as if she were a living person and 
the author of the book, quotes her opinions, announces her 
visits, asks indulgence for her prejudices, and finally quotes 
Professor Nichol’s praise of the book : 

I hesitate to express my feeling about the book, lest the Simplest 
expression should appear inflated, and to me it seems an almost consum- 


mate piece of Art, among English analytical novels of our age, only 
rivalled by “ ‘The Scarlet Letter.” 


He deals with the question of publication, declining in the 
most emphatic way to allow it or anything else by him to 
appear in a Society Journal on the lines of “ Vanity Fair,” 
which Purnell thought of starting. In the letters written in 
'1876-7 he speaks of the Bulgarian atrocities and denounces 
with his usual extravagance “that venerable Philobulgar,’ 
Thomas Carlyle. Of Tennyson he says: 

How admirable is [his] new style Farmer, and how poor his old style 
Idylls of the Prince Consort—Mort d’Albert.

He wants to get £50 for the prelude to Tristram and Iseult, 
and when this has been achieved, finds himself £200 worse than 
penniless, overwhelmed by bills and dunning notes.

a little money at once—a hundred or two—and surely my name must be 
worth something in the market. 


Finally he writes of the American issue of “ Songs before 
Sunrise,” regretting that he had not asked Purnell to offer 
it to Tichnor and Fields as a companion to the “Song of 
Ttaly 

Or rather as the steamer of which that was the tug. For this is 


hitherto my ripest and carefullest, and out of sight my most personal and 
undividual work.

BOOK WAS, WITHOUT DOUBT, EXECUTED IN THE SAME ATELIER 
AS THE SUPERB ROTHSCHILD MANUSCRIPT OF THE SAME WORK 
Now IN THE British Museum (Additional MS. 35321; from 
the Hamilton Palace collection; sold at Wellington Street, 
May 23, 1889), TO THE DECORATION OF WHICH IT SHOWS A 
REMARKABLY CLOSE PARALLEL. With a few exceptions the 
subjects of the miniatures are identical. In an article in the 
“ Burlington Magazine,” vol. VII, pp. 198-210, Sir Edward 
Maunde Thompson ascribes the Rothschild Manuscript to the 
School of Jean Foucquet, to which the present manuscript 
must also be assigned. 

Each of the nine large miniatures is surrounded by a fine 
border of flowers, fruit and acanthus ornament painted in gold 
and colours and introducing various birds, monsters and 
drolleries. In the lower margin of each is a coat-of-arms : 
argent, on a cross sable three “annulets or. The size of each 
is “about 220 mm. by 200 mm. The subjects are as follows: 

Book I, fol. 3. Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden; The 
Creation of Eve; the Temptation by the Serpent; the Expulsion 
of Adam and Eve from Eden.

In the foreground Poverty kneels on the prostrate 
body of Fortune and grasps her by the neck. 

The story relates that Poverty was sitting by the roadside 
when Fortune passed by and laughed. Poverty asked the 
reason for her merriment and -F ortune replied that she laughed 
to see her wretched state, whereupon a long altercation followed ; 
ending in a struggle in which Poverty is victorious.

A German origin may, however, 
he aseribed to the Tacitus with some confidence for the follow- 
ing reasons: (1.) It was found in Germany in the 15th Cen- 
tury; (2.) The Agricola and Germania of Tacitus do not seem 
to have been used in the middle ages except in Germany, where 
they are known to have existed in the 8th Century, at Fulda. 
The resemblance between the script of the Agricola and the 
‘ours Suetonius is therefore probably due to the fact that 
both MSS. were copies of texts originating in the same early 
seriptorium., 

‘Twenty-three leaves of the MS. were obliterated, or in poor 
condition at the time of its removal from Germany in the 
15th Century and these have been re-written by a contemporary 
scribe (rf 2-4, 9, 10, 51-55 and 64 onwards). They comprise 
the first three, 9th, 10th and last leaf of Dictys, the first four 
and last two leaves of the Agricola of Tacitus and the whole 
of the Germania. It is believed that the supplied leaves are 
the work of the Humanist Stefano Guarnieri, who owned the 

- book in the 15th Century and they are probably a copy word 
for word and letter for letter of the old text which he considered 
to be in too bad a state for preservation. However this may 
be, the 15th Century scribe re-used four leaves of the original 
MS. after diligently scraping away the former text (Ff 1, 2, 60 
and 67).
